OUR  CLASS  HISTORY 


Amidst  a  flurry  of  excitement  and  with  a  bit  of  apprehension,  we  arrived  at 
Framingham  in  September,  1948.  In  a  whirl  of  activities  ranging 
from  punch  and  cookie  "teas"  to  a  solemn  burial  of  earthworms, 
college  life  was  introduced  to  us.

another. 

Stunt  night  spirit  spurred  us,  and  we  enacted  a 
riotous  Framingham  Teachers  College  of  the  "flapper  age." 

Throughout  the  spring  we  tirelessly  devoted  our- 
selves to  plans  for  May  Day.  It  was  a  pretty  occasion,  and 
we  were  justly  proud  of  our  creativity. 

The  half-way  mark  of  college  days  was  reached  —  a  pleasant  accomplishment. 


With  an  eager  expectancy  we  began  our  junior  years;  something  new  was  ahead, 
something  quite  aside  from  the  routine  of  classes  of  two  preceding  years  —  home  eco- 
nomics students  would  keep  house  in  Crocker  one  semester  and  practice  teach  during 
'the  other;  elementary  education  majors  would  practice  teach  for  eight  weeks  during 
second   semester. 

In  early  November  Junior  Week  End  occurred,  two  days  of  activities  featuring 

a  hay  ride  and  barn  dance  on  Friday  and  Saturday  a  dinner 

followed  by  dancing.

As  we  watched  the  seniors  graduate,  it  was  with  con- 
fused emotions  that  we  realized  how  near  the  end  we  were. 


Not  until  Investiture  Chapel,  when  we  first  donned  our  impressive  caps  and 
gowns,  did  we  become  fully  conscious  of  our  senior  status.  A  feeling  that  was  quite 
thrilling  enveloped  us  as  we  marched  in  academic  procession. 

A  few  weeks  later  we  joined  the  faculty  in  presenting  a  formal  reception  for  the 
freshmen  in  Crocker  Hall. 

An  experience  that  we  shall  always  recall  as  one  of  our  most  cherished  memories 
is  Christmas  caroling  on  a  cold,  snappy  evening  just  before  vacation.  The  biting  air 
livened  us,  and  we  felt  a  comforting  closeness  to  one  another  as  we  sang  together. 

A  silent  movie  was  the  theme  of  our  last  stunt  night.  As  the  story  went,  Crocker 
Hall  was  in  great  peril  due  to  a  lack  of  pecuniary  material,  but  Prexy,  the  hero,  sup- 
pressed the  witch-like  villain  and  to  everyone's  joy  Crocker  was  safe. 

In  fleeting  fashion  the  spring  months  led  to  the  activities  of  graduation.  A  prom 

at  the  end  of  May  was  our  last  college  dance.  Swishing  gowns,  scents  of  flowers  and 
perfumes,  strains  of  dream-like  music  —  all  linger  still. 

On  the  evening  of  Class  Day,  all  dressed  in  white,  we  gathered  in  a  friendship 
circle  of  songs.  The  next  afternoon  in  Nevins  Hall  we  received  an  official  acknowledge- 
ment of  the  completion  of  four  years  of  studying  and  striving  together.
